Delta has a good one about noon and Sastern has 
a good one about 6:30 p.m. The flying time is two hours nonstop, e are a little 
over an hour sway, and I would drive there to meet you. 'The earlier flight 
would be better because it would be close to midnight, with tin change in time, 
by the time we got here. There also are other flights, ana I can ana will meet 
you st any airport. They err all tae same distance fro:.: here. I just know the 
Friended! flights letter.
